mittee. it is understood, has reported 
the formal consent of some members 
of the Lee family to disinterment, 
and hopes to hear favorably from a 
sufficient number to 
satisfy Andrew 
Carnegie, owner of Dungenness, 
a 
winter plantation on 
the island on 
which the body is burled. 
Mr. Car­ 
negie has refused to allow’ the body 
to be removed to Virginia unless the 
surviving members of th e ' Lee fam­ 
ily co-operate in the request for re­ 
moval. 
The matter was 
brought before 
the 
state meeting of 
the Georgia 
Daughters of the American Revolu­ 
tion, which convened at Marietta re­ 
cently in annual session, when 
a 
resolution 
was adopted requesting 
the Georgia legislature to oppose the 
attempt to remove the remains.

this resolution the Daughters stated 
that it would be an act of desecra­ 
tion to remove 
the remains after 
they had been interred for nearly 
IOO years, and asked that measures 
be taken to keep them undisturbed 
in theii present resting place.
